RIOTING AT PESTH. 

LONDON, January 16.—Rioting was renewed 
in Pesth, last night, on a formidable scale. 
Gas lamps in the street in front of the Casino 
Club-house were broken and shots from re- 
volvers fired at the police. One policeman 
was wounded and twenty-one rioters arrested. 

COMPOSITION OF THE MOBS. 

A correspondent writes that the last and 
worst of the Pesth mobs is composed entirely 
of laborers and roughs, and hints that the In- 
ternational Society is believed to be at the 
bottom of the mischief. 

THE AUTHORS DENOUNCED. 

Newspapers of all shades of opinion de- 
nounce the authors of the tumult. The stu- 
dents who participated in the demonstration 
the first day have published a declaration dis- 
claiming ali connection with the rioting. 

THE FATAL SHOTS. 

A correspondent declares itis extremely 
doubtful who fired the fatal shots, but the be- 
liefis that they proceeded from the rioters 
themselves. Certainly, he says, no order was 
given the troops to fire. 

THE ALBANIAN CONFLICT. 

The Turkish Embassador at Vienna has re- 
ceived the following explanation regarding 
the recent conflict in Albania: The Monte- 
negrins attacked the village near Plava and 
took two hundred head of cattle. The next 
day they advanced towardsGusinji and Piava, 
when the Albanians attacked them and drove 
them across the frontier. The Albanians lost 
forty killed and sixty wounded. 


Russia. 
THE QUARREL AT KALISCHE, 
BERLIN January 16.—Reports of the disa- 
greeable affair between Russian and Prussian 
officers at Kalische, Poland, are fully confirm- 
ed, and elicit strong comments in military cir- 
cles. The Russians became so excited they 
actually drew their swords on their guests, 


and bloodshed was only prevented by the 
intervention of a Russian colonel who con- 
ducted the Prussians tohis own quarters 


and ordered an escort of thiiry hussars to con- 
duct them to the frontier, as he feared the 
Russian officers would lay in ambuscade for 
them. Profuse apologies will doubtless be 
made at St. Petersburg, but the affair iflus- 
trates the feeling prevalent in Russian milita- 
ry circles.

Joseph L. Smith Unanimously Elected 
Governor by the Senate. 


AUGUSTA, ME., January 16.—Acting Gov- 
ernor Lamson to-day appointed a staff, which 
includes Maj. M.M. Folsom. Adjutant-General 
and Chief of Staff; Gen.Clark S. Edwards, 
of Bethel, Inspeetor-General; Dr. Piper, of 
Thomaston, Surgeon-General; Maj. J. W. 
Channing, of Fairfield; Dr. Horace Davis, of 
Bridgeport; Capt. R. W. Black, of Augusta, 
and Col. J. W. Black, of Auburn, Aids; Maj. 
S. W. French, of Eastport, Military Secre- 
tary. H. M. Plaisted, of Bangor, was offered 
the position of Judge Advocate General, but 
declined. 

At five o’clock this morning Richards’ light 
infantry, of Gardner, had orders to appear at 
theirarmory at nine o’clock this morping.

LEGISLATIVE. 


BOSTON, January 16.—The Herald’s Au- 
gusta special says: The Senate and House 
metatl10a.m.

}Fusionist, of Vasselboro, entitled to a seat in- 
stead of Rev. Dr. Nathaniel Butler, Republi- 
can.

Senate motion was carried, and on motion of 
Springfield the Wrder was adopted, fixing the 
time at 11:15. 

Ingalls, of Wiscasset,thought the action un- 
advisable so long as there was doubt of thele- 
gality of the Housé. He believed such action 
ought to be deferred. . 

Plaisted, of Lincoln, took the opposite view. 
He reviewed the situation and believed the 
time had come for immediate action. He made 
a severe attack on Gen. Chamberlain for de- 
clining to recognize Lamsonas Acting Goy- 
ernor and held the General responsible for the 
present condition of affairs. 

Atthe conclusion of Plaisted’s remarks, 
which extended past the time set for choice 
of candidates, and during which he declared 
himself resolved to stand by the le- 
gality of the House so long 
as sa drop of blood remained 
in his veins, the sentiment was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

McLaughlin, of the Council, by general con- 
sent, made a brief speech endorsing his 
views. 

Mr. Swan, of Minot, moved, and the House 
so ordered, that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to receive, sort and count the votes 
tor candidates to be sentto the Senate, and 
the Speaker appointed a committee, _who at 
once proceeded to their duty. 

The names of Joseph L. Smith and Alonzo 
Garcelon were the only ones printed on the 
ballots and the report of the comiifttee 
showed Smith and Garcelon had seventy-six 
votes. The announcement was greeted with 
applause and the report of the committee was 
adopted. 

The Senate unanimously elected 
Governor, receiving eighteen votes. 

ELECTING THE GOVERNOR. 

AUGUSTA, ME., January 16.—At 11:50 the 
House seut a message to the Senate informing 
it that Joseph L. Smith and Alonzo Garcelon 


had been selected. It was moved 
to receive the message and proceed 
co vote, Senator Strickland remarking 


this was a legally constituted body in his be- 
lief, but should the preposed action be 
proved illegal, he wished it understood it 
would bind no one. He was in favor ofa 
peaceful solution of the difficulty and not in 
favor of resistance. 

A committee was appointed to receive, sort 
and count the votes for Governor. The vote 
resulted inthe unanimous choice of Joseph 
L. Smith, eighteen votes being cast. Smuth 
will be inaugurated this afternoon. A good 
deal of bad feeling was manifested in the con- 
vention in both branches.

An Essay on Charity—Three Notable 
Married Men—The Simplicity of Mrs. 
Hayes—How Missouri Representa- 
tives Iilume the National 
‘Capital—Odds and Ends.

WASHINGTON, D.C., January 13.—** Write 
me down as one who loves his fellow men’’ 
may be placed to the name of William E. 
Chandler. It is in a little, quiet act of charity 
by which the man is known in his true na- 
ture. Oo Christmas morning Mr. Chandler 
was driving on the avenue, when a colored 
man who ten years ago was his messenger in 
the Treasury, and who has since been poor— 
his family often in want—lifted his hatto him, 
with the old-time obeisance. Mr. Chandler 
did not return the salute, and the poor nigger 
walked on with a deeper shade upon his face. 
A good angel from the unseen country came 
with a message of love and good will and 
touched the heart of the man of the world, 
and he ordered his carriage to be driven to the 
barber-shop of the colored mon. He was 
‘not yet in, and Mr. Chandler left a message 
for him to call at his residence at 12 o’clock. 
When the man went and presented himself at 
the door a sealed note was handed him, and he 
stepped out and opened it to find a ten-dollar 
bill, and ‘‘Sam’s Christmas Gift,’’ in Mr, 
Chandler’s writing. The poor fellow was 
overjoved, and the littie hurt of an hour be- 
fore was cured. In reply to the question, 
**Sam, what did you dowith vour money?’’ 
be said: ‘*] took my wife a pair of shoes and 
a shawl, and the children shoes and some can- 
dy and a doll, and bought a turkey with the 
rest: and that was all the Christmas I want- 
ed.’’ Leannot conceive of any position in 
life so dignified that it will be injured by notic- 
ing the class beneath us, who always appeal 
to our sympathies orcare. True ladies and 
gentlemen whose respectability is secure are 
never above noticing the serving 
people among them. If chil- 
dren could be fught, as they are 
taught the creed or their catechism, to guard 
against wounding the feelings of the poor or 
less fortunate Whom they meet, how much 
brighter and happier many lives would be! 
Many atime have I seen a little lip quiver and 
little eves till with tears as some beflounced, 
bejeweled child of luxury gave hera stare and 
look of scornthat spoke more plainly than 
words. The roses of St. Catherine could be 
turned, not into bread, but into blessings 
amongthe poor bya pleasant took where 
scornful glances are more frequent. 

In the olden days of monarehical 
France the court ruled the society. 
and the same is true of our Republican coun- 
try. During the Grant regime there was the 
recklessness ifthe extravagance of Washing- 
ton society that always characterizes the easy 
earning of money. The history of many fam- 
ilies during that time, the rise and fall of men 
and women, would make a book as interest- 
ing tothe modern reader gs the rise and fall 
of the ancient empires. The Belknap affair, 
a social tragedy that has not been repeated in 
this Administration, is a history full of les- 
sons to other ambitious menand women. Ex- 
alted like Capernaum of old, they were cast 
into the lowest depths, and Mrs. Belknap’s 
face grew strangely into a likeness of Char- 
lotte Corday as she looked through the bars 
otf her prison windows. Whatever the 
wrong was I do not care to know, but 
there was a heroism in Mr. Belknap, bearing 
all the abuse, all the blame, all the suffering, 
unflinchingly as he did, that deserved admi- 
ration, and was worthy of the old Christian 
martyrs. Lis wife was the guilty party, not 
knowingly, but in her very ignorance, for we 
all know a woman’s ideas of business will not 
always bear criticism. A short time ago, 
standing together in the corridor of a hotel in 
this city were three men who have suffered 
the martyrdom ofa living death forthe mis- 
tukes of their wives, vet like the Spartan they 
drew their gowns over the fox that was gaaw- 
ing their vitals and smiledin the face of fate. 
These men were ex-Attorney-General Wil- 
liams, ex-Secretary Belknapand Gen. Sickles. 
As these three talked together their 
faces gave no signs of their past 
lives; but. in repose, the same unmistakable 
line left by intense mental suffering came into 
each face and settled aroundthe mouth. The 
troubles of a Woman leave marks on her brow, 
butinaman the lines of care always settle , 
about the mouth, and while a woman’s lips 
grow tremulous with sorrow, a man’s become 
compressed and hardened. 

Whatever may be written by the future his- 
torian of the Hayes Admunistration,one record 
must be made: the family have viven 
no example of extravagance, either in dress 
or entertainments. This has been the sub- 
ject of much ridicule among a certain class, 
but the shafts have fallen harmless. We all 
remember the thrill of horror which passed, 
like the electricity that carried the news, of 
the ball at the W hite llouse 
viven by Mrs. Lincoln just after 
one of the fiercest battles of the war. We ean 
now, With the sequel before us, believe that 
even then her poor brain was weakening un- 
der the press of her high position, and all that 
was needed to put her in a mad-house was 
the horrible tragedy enacted by her sideinthe 
theater on that fatal April evening. Mrs. 
Hayes brought intothe White House the plain 
clomestic economies and bucolic thrift which 
had characterized her country home in Seneca 
county, Ohio. Thatshe has not quite come 
up to the standard of the display and elegance 
expected from the ‘‘tirst lady in the land’’ 
is a less severe criticism than that she 
had rushed into reckless extravagances. The 
wife of the President is expected, in her en- 
tertainments and dress, to do 
honor to the high position she occupies, 
and sacrifice ‘her own personal feelings 
of plainness and economy if need be. Even 
we plain republicans are enough flavored 
with the royalty of our forefathers not to want 
to meet our presidentor his wife ou street 
curs, or study the shape of his ungloved hands 
atehureh. The question of gentlemen wear- 
ing gloves is a mooted one, and some who dis- 
card them are in the habit of adduecing the 
Prince of Wales in justification of the usage. 
We are glad to note that this remarkable fash- 
ion of gentlemen not wearing gloves is fast 
dying out, and those gentlemen who have 
taken advantage of weaprice instigated by 

‘economy and laziness will be obliged to re- 
turn to their kids, unless they wish to be con- 
sidered singular in the wrong direction. It 
has always been a disgusting custom, as far as 
the dancing society men are concerned. 
Last summer at Newport, one would have 
thought there was no such thing asa pair of 
gloves in the country,and the waists of ladies’ 
dresses bore many tangible marks of their 
partners’ warm, moist hands, and were, in 
once wearing, quite rufned. Men generally 
abominate the thraldom of gloves—it is born 
inthem; but if they zo into society, if they 
dance, they should make that concession to 
good taste, if not to decency, and wear their 
well-titting cloves—like a woman. They, per- 
sonally, may not be happy, but they will have 
the consolation of Knowing they do not offend 
people with whom they come in contact. 

Missouri cives «a tne representation 

of her citizens = in this Congress, 
and the Senate chamber seldom 
has claimed stronger or more influential 
members from the same State than Senators 
Cockreli and Vest. Socially, they area val- 
vable acquisition, and Mrs. Cockrell, while 
vifted and accomplished as a lady, is an ideal 
wife and mother, and the gentlest and sweet- 
eet of women—the sort of womanwho would 
make a model ‘first ladv in the land.’’ Mis- 
eourl is still, as she has been for many years, 
the nureing mother of great men. The hand- 
somest mendn Washington this winter are 
Missourians, and the brainiest clement in the 
llouse wre Missouri members. They are im- 
precnated withthe twoelements that, com- 
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bined, make great men—they breathe it in 
their native air, itis indigenous to their na- 
tive soil—the chivairy . of the 
Southerner and thé gre tod of the West- 
erner, for Missouri {s Southern in birth and 
Western in education. , 

One of the arrivals of eminent Missourians 
to-day is Col. R. H. Musser, ef the Tenth 
Congressional District. He is one of the most 
genial men socially, a rare scholar, and a 
strong political power in his own State. It 
is such men ag Musser who give Missouri her 
intellectual status in the country. 

There are some very handsome men in 
Washington this winter, but as a rule the 
handsomest are not the richest or the best. 
Personal beauty spoils men much more ¢asily 
than women, for they are more susceptible to 
vanity and flattery. As a rulethe men we 
seein Washington, gathered here from all 
parts of the country, are much finer looking 
and possess more charms of manner than the 
women; indeed, I am strongly of the belief 
that the men of this generation are ofa finer 
type than the women in comeliness—at least 
after they have pussed a certain age. Youth 
is beauty in woman, but when men are 
in their ripest prime the 
half the age is worn and haggard 
and homely. If I were writing a book instead 
of a newspaper letter [should like to devote 
s half dozen chapters to the causes and cure 
of women growing old so rapidly. 

For a decade there has been no woman in 
_Wasbington the peer of Kate Chase Sprague 
in personal beauty, and she still reigns in all 
her regal glory, the handsomest woman of the 
age. Living quietly inthis city, surrounded 
by the few brave friends who clung to her 
through evil report, she bears no trace in her 
face, oronher lips, of the fearful ordeal 
through which she has passed. Women pos- 
sessed of her fatal gift of beauty and brains, 
a combination rarely found, be they “‘chaste 
as ice, pure as snow, they shall not 
escape calumny.’’ Her marriage to Senator 
Sprague was not likely to have been a love 

teh, and her intimacy with Senator Conk- 
] ng nas for its basis the same elements of am- 
bition and self-interest. Her own sex have 
been her severest critics, as women are always 
unmerciful on the mistakes of their siste 
women. They probably put themselves in 
their places. Thejmillennium of peace and 
good will cannot come until the average 
womnn is reconstructed.

GENESIS OF A PLAY. ’ 


How Wallack Came to Write ‘‘Rose- 
dale.’’ 
[Cor. of the New York Times. | 

During 1863, Mr. Wallack again turned his 
hand to authorship, the result of his labors be- 
ing the ever-popular play ‘‘Rosedale.’’ 
The way in which he conceived the idea of 
writing this drama is worthyof mention. He 
was ata dinner party given by Thackeray, 
and at which were present George William 
Curtis, Dr. Russeil, the newspaper corre- 
spondent, and other well-known literary gen- 
tlemen. One of the company in the course of 
conversation advanced the jdea that no plav 
could bave great interest for fhe public unless 
the lovers init were young people, and cited 
asanexample the fact that, from **Romeo 
and Juliet’’ on, the hero and heroine in every 
successful drama were supposed to be either 
in or only just out of theirteens. Mr. Wal- 
lack, Who was present, opposed the argu- 
ment, and expressed the belief that a play 
could be producea in which all the love-mak- 
ing should be done by persons of mature age, 
and that it would, nevertheless, attract pro- 
found attention and excite deep interest. The 
discussion ended here, and whenthe dinner 
was over Mr. Wallack went away with the 
notion of putting his own theory to a test. 
Shortiy afterward, while reading ‘‘Lady Lee’s 
ee, anovel by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hemiley, of the British Royal Artillery, he 
thought he suwinit the plot or germ for a 
play. Subsequently, however, he threw it 
aside, and made ‘*Rosedale,’’ an entirely or- 
iginal drama, with the single exception that 
the incident of the abduction of the child was 
taken from Hamley’s novel. The new play 
was one of the greatest succesg@gs the American 
stage hasever known. It rah for 130 nights, 
and from first to last has earned for its author 
and those who have acted the leading part in 
it more than $100,000. Thatit has proved 
Mr. Wallack’s theory in regard to the age for 
dramatic lovers and love-making, however, is 
rather doubtful: for while Eliott Gray, the 
hero, is stated in the early part of the first act 
to be fully 40 years of age, and Rosa Lee, his 
sweetheart, is supposed to be nearly 30, Mat- 
thew Lee nearly 40, and Lady Mav, a widow 
witha child several years old, there is no 
question of the fact that the audiences who 
Witness the performance ignore the minute 
details of the text, as theater-goers are apt to 
do, and regard Elliott Gray as a dashing young 
man, Kosa as a very charming voung girl 
just blushing into womanhood, Lady May as a 
very young widow, and Matthew Lee as an 

extremely juvenile bachelor. |

Frenchmen, incapable, as a rule, of appre- 
clating, nor understanding, in fact, any other 
civilization than theirown, are addicted to 
rehearsing any number of romances after they 
have traveled for a few weeks in this country. 
They want, at any sacrifice of truth, to make 
their stories interesting, and they draw very 
freely on their imagination to that end. Two 
Frenchmen have lately published in Paris a 
little book, **Walks and Hunts in North 
America,’’ wherein they narrate what they 
pretend to haveseen. They were told, they 
allege, by the women themselves, that the 
reason American women like to live at 
our great hotels is because they can 
be observed in the public dining-rooms drink- 
ing champagne at }6 a bottle. The street cars 
are crowded with the richest and the 
poorest, velvets and rags, diamonds and dirt 
intermingling in the strangest confusion and 
profusion. The masculine passengers, accord- 
ing to those veracious chroniclers, amuse 
themseives inthe most singular fashion. They 
whistle, sing, whittle, shout, and expectorate 
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‘tobacco juice on beautiful gowns, while it is 


not uncommon to see ladies, when the places 
are all full, sitting on gentlemen’s laps. Our 
Gallic friends bave so wonderful a rision that 
it is odd that they missed many features of the 
national life. They failed to see, as so many 
foreigners have seen, gentlemen of the best 
social position put their feet on the breakfast 
table and discharge their revolvers at the wait- 
ers to command their attention. They entered 
no drawing-rooms in which differences of 
epinion were settled with bowie-knives. They 
witnessed no fragments of noses or ears, no 
gouged-out eyes, which had been scattered 
on the sidewalks as the result of discussions 
between citizens of the grand and enlightened 
Republic. They must return at once and re- 
pair their inexcusable omissions.

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THE GREAT HAYDEN TRIAL. 


Pecullarities of the EKxpert Witnesses 
Who Figured. 
| From the New York Sun, 14th. | 


Argumen@in the Hayden case is to begin to- 


| day, and the case will probably go to the jury 


on Friday. The prosecution have examined 
106 witnesses, and the defense 70. In this 
array of Witnesses Mrs. Hayden stands the 
central figure. Her beauty, modest demean- 
or and positive language place her on the 
higbest pedestal. Clad in a close-fitting black 
dress that showed the symmetry of her form 
to perfection, she stood like a statue with up- 
lifted hand while the oath was administered. 
For twodays she retained remarkable self- 

ossession, and broke into tears only when 

r. Wallersubjected her tothe terrible or- 
deal that drew upon him the indignation of 
those whose sympathies are possibly untem- 
pered by the best of judgment. The appear- 
ance of Susan Hawley, the half sister of 
the murdered girl. presented a marked con- 
trast to that of Mrs. Hayden. Poor Susan’s 
toilet was not 1n the best of taste. Her com- 

lexion was sallow, and ber small gray eyes 
acked the magnetism of the expressive brown 
orbs of the clergyman’s wife. One was a cul- 
tivated woman, and the other an untutored 
country girl. Susan burst into tears under 
the pressure of a courteous but persistent 
cross-examination; Mrs. Hayden wept be- 
cause Mi. Waller’s pointed interrogatories 
touched her tothe soul. One wept from an- 
noyance, the other from pain. Susan was 
vacillating and hesitating,and at times refused 
to answer annoying questions; Mrs. Hayden 
answered all questions promptly, fluently, 
and grammatically. Susan Hawley appeared 
on the stand five days, and Mrs. Hayden 
three. 

Among the witnesses were twelve distin- 
guished professors. Eight were from Yale 
College. These eight were headed by Pro- 
fessor Edward S. Dana, who occupied t 
witness stand five days. Scientitic blooc 
coursed through his veins from the moment 
of his birth. His mother is a Silliman, and 
his father a distinguished savan. By right of 
birth alone he may lay claim to a seat in the 
House of Lords of Yale College. On the wit- 
ness stand he displayed the bearing and breed- 
ing ofa scientific aristocrat. This was ap- 
parently done unconsciously, and was 
probably due to a combination of 
conscious knowledge and youthful 
zeal. An unfortunate slip of the 
tongue at the beginning of his long 
cross-examination frequently returned to 
plague him. In answer toa question concern- 
in the microscopic measurements of arsenical 
octohedrons, under the spur of a deft sugges- 
tionfrom his inquisitor he said that there 
was something about it that ‘*no ordinary 
mortal could understand.’’ This expression 
was flung into the faces of other professors 
‘alled by the prosecution. Itserved asa sort 
of scarlet banner to excite a gilt-horned savan 
when all other means failed. Prof. Dana’s 
answer's were clothed in the redundancy of ad- 
jectives. He never used a word of one syllable 
when one of five wouldanswer the purpose. 
His explanations were mostly eomposed of 
Latin and Greek derivatives strung on a 
scarcely distinguishable Anglo-Saxon thread. 
Robin Hood’s barn was brought into frequent 
play, and the route was eccasionally so sinu- 
ous that the lawyers lost their way. returned 
to the original starting point. and took up the 
trailanew. Despite these facilities of inex- 
pression Prof. Dana’s testimony was of the 
utmost interest and importance. He is prob- 
ably the first man in this country who has de- 
scribed the manufacture of arsenic. 

Dr. Joshfia B. Treadwell, of Boston, was 
one of the most remarkable of the expert 
witnesses. He was a sharp-featured man, 
with piercing black eyes and a tendeney to 
baldness. He wore a soft wide-awake hat 
with a black band twice the width of its rim. 
Hie was positive in bis assertions, and agyres- 
sive toward all who did not agree with him. 
Mr. Watrous annoved him as a yellow-jacket 
would annoy a mettlesome colt. The Boston 
expert would snort and cavort until his foot 
Was caught in his breeching, when he would 
kick himself loose, and set off at full speed 
wWithall the lawyers after him, the defense 
trying to keep him going, and the prosecution 
to lariathim. Atone time he became so in- 
volved that be was unable to do a sum in sim- 
ple division. In one of his tantrums he kick- 
ed Prof. Joseph J. Woodward, of Wash- 
ington, who gladiy aecepted an_ in- 
vitation from the defense to come 
to New Haven and kick back. Woodward 
wasamarvel. He talked as though fed with 
words by asteAm engine. The lawyers were 
frequently unable to stop his tongue, and at 
times he himself seemed unable to stop it. 
The hobby of both these experts was blood 
corpuseles. The Boston man was 
that he could restore the dried corpusc!¢s,and 
then determine whether they, were the cor- 
puscles of human or animal blood, and the 
Washington man was eqffally positive that he 
could not. To thoroughly appreciate the 
merits of the dispute, the reader should take 
into account the amount of blood discovered, 
Take all the corpuscles said to have been 
found on the Hayden knife and shirt,and thev

Fifteen doctors appeared among the wit- 
nesses. They were of all grades and shapes, 
from the burly, red-faced doctor who travels 
the highway laden with calomel and dover 
powders, tothe ornate, white-handed city 
physician, who talks learnedly of hypodermic 
injectionsand hydrate of chloral. The pro- 
fession, however, maintained its old time 
reputation—none of the doctors agreed. Dr. 
W hite swore that he foundan outgrowth on 
the left ovary, Dr. Jewett was positive that 
it was on the right, athird doctor made an 
examination, ana saw no outgrowth, and old 
Dr. Matthewson seemed to be in doubt as to 
the existence of either an outgrowth or an 
ovury. Thelines were equally drawn as to 
the effect of such an outgrowth. All the 
doctors for the defense were of the 
opinion that it conld produce no symptoms of 
maternity, and those called by the prosecu- 
tlon were equally as positive that it would 
produce such symptoms. There was the same 
trouble overthe stemach. About a quarter 
of the physicians seemed to think that arsenic, 
whether takeninto a dead or live stomach, 
would produce symptoms of Inflammation; 
others thought not: others opined that it 
wight do so if taken into a_ lise stomach, but 
not if taken into a dead one, and others vice 
versa. Allthe doctors looked wise. Young 
practitioners hardly out of their medical 
swaddling clothes were among them, and 
their efforts to look as wise as their seniors 
were instructive and entertaining. 

The diagrams drawn by the doctors were 
not the least interesting feature of the medi- 
cal testimony. Ascore of «sophaguses, 
pericardiums and similar organs were pen- 
ciled and laid before the jury. They were 
wonderfully and fearfully made. Any com- 
mon man might have mistaken them for 
diawipgs of Edison’s electric light; but the 
jury examined them with much patience, 
and seemed to get an inkling of their mean- 
ing. 

Four Methodist Episcopal clergymen were 
smong the witnesses. All wefe contradicted 
in important particulars by members of 
their own ~~ churches. Mr. Hayden 
Was the most prominent of 
these ministers. He answered all 
questions peewee seb qualifying many critical 
replies with reservations. His cross-examin- 
ation Was severe and persistent, but he never 
lost bistemper. His face wouid flush under 
Insinuative questions, and his eyes flash, but 
his replies were soft and plaintive.

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Butter vs. Oleomargarine. 
fFrom the New York Herald, 14th. | 

Lhe National Association for the Prevention 
of the Adulteration of Butter passed resolu- 
tions yesterday to the effect tbat the fraudu- 
lent sale of oleomargarine for butter, in vio- 
lation of the statute, had increased to solarge 
an extent that merchants inthe butter trade 
had been compelled to associate for protec- 
tion against the damage done to their business 
by it. It could be rarely sold for what it 
was, and could find a sale in any quantity 
onlv when fraudulently disposed of as 
butter, which deceived the consumer 
and defranded farmers and dairvmen of the 
fruits of their labors; for it was only when 
butter reucbed a remuuerative price that the 
flood-gates and sluices of the oleomargarine 
factories were opened. Oleomargarine had 
been made the expedient for almost every 
kind of swindle to foist 1t upon the public,and 
would bave been driven from the market but 
for the support of certain firms interested in 
its manufacture, which now seem determined 
to uphold, right or wrong, parties charged 
with its fraudulent sale. Mr. H. K. ‘Thurber 
remarkedthat a clause in the resolutions, al- 
luding to certain firms interested in the man- 
ufacture of oleomargarine, seemed aimed at 
his house. He would say that when that are 
ticle Was sold by it the tubs were plainly 
marked. After the meeting he circulated 
among the press representatives a printed 
statement that oleomargarine was a product of 
the farm, as much as beef or butter; thatin 
reality it was butter made from milk and 
cream, enriched by the natural margarine oil, 
and was as pure and wholesome as_ that-pro- 
duced by the ordinary method; that ordinary 
butter had been forced by a speculative move- 
ment toa point that restricted consumption. 
and was now experiencing a reaction.

‘The distance between New York and Rich- 
mond is certainly under four hundred miles, 
and in Great Britain an express train would 
have accomplished such a journey in less than 
eight hours.

‘*We have only been engaged in the trade 
in St. Louis about a vear now, this being but 
a branch of a house in the East, but since eur 
jecation heré we are very well satisfied with 


the business transacted. The trade in St. 
Louis is quite brisk, there being a very good 
demand for birds, such as ° @ 
This business is an index tothe refinement of 
a city, and so you can find it from New York 
to San Francisco. In those cities where there 
js the greatest refinement there the trade is 


best. 

BOSTON RANKS FIRST ' 
in the United States, New York next, then 
come Cleveland and Pittsburg. Though the 
pusiness here is good St. Louis does not rank 
much higher than tenth.’’ 

‘*For what kind of birds is there the great- 
est demand here?’’ 

‘*That is what I was about to speak of; the 
business is pretty brisk,but there is compara- 
tively no demand for birds of plumage or 

The demand is almost entirely con- 
to canary birds and some mocking birds. 
We have also sold about one hundred parrots; 
many of these, however, went out of town 
immediately. The local trade is contined to 
canary and mocking birds.”’ 

**Have we any bird fanciers in St. Louis’’’ 

**J os, there are several ladies and gentle- 
men in this city who are greatly interésted in 
the feathered creatures, fully understand 
theiranatomy, orders, habits, and in fact 
make a hobby of birds. Among others of this 
class is Dr. D. V. Dean, of the City Hospital, 
a Mr. Cobb, anda lady named Mrs. Berry. 
Each of these persons hasa very fine collec- 
tion of plumed and rare birds.’’ 

‘*How about speaking parrots; how do they 
jearn to talk?’’ 

‘‘Just like a small child. If you want to 
train a parrot to talk you must place him in 
a quiet corner, Where be will be undisturbed, 
and never suffer him to be teased. Then by 
repeating wards, peculiar sounds, musical 


airsand whole sentences’ to him he will 
gradually learn to talk and sing, and 
become a source of infinite amuse- 
ment to ithe possessor. To teach 


a parrot with success any of these things it 
must be young. The bird will often learn 
things by itself simply by being present in a 
room where something is said. There is an 
ideathat a parrot will pick up obscenity soon- 
er than anything else. Now, this is not true; 
a parrot is not a whit more likely to memorize 
curses and obscenity than anything else. Of 
course if a parrot in his cage be hungin a sa- 
joon or some place Where profane words are 
often usea, it will undoubtedly repeat tiem 
some time, and it very frequently does so at 
justthe time in adiscourse such profanity 
wouldsuit.” 
**TDo you think that a parrot that has learn- 
ed profane language ever uses itin givingvent 
to bis anger?’ 


**Yes, sir: I] know it to be a fact. for 
they frequently utter such words when 
teased or made angry. showing that they 


understand just What is meantby the use of 
profane language. Then, again, you bear 
peovle speak of a parrot speaking hundreds 
of different words. Now, this is not true, 
either. I saw one parrot owned by a Mr. 
Kempf, of Chicago, that ' 

USED 679 WORDS 
and sang two tunes. The owner afterwards 
sold itfor 31. This was a yery well trained 
one. 
*“‘How dothey rank in value as regards 
learning to talk?’ 


‘**The double yellow head and = African 
gray rank first. thev being the casiest 


taught and most retentive. ‘Then there is the 
Mexican half yellow head, of Demarara; then 
the Cuban parrot, and then the Mexican red 
head. Thisis about the order of their worth 
as far as learning to talk is concerned.” 

‘*How about forgetting what they 
taught?’’ 

**Well, when they begin to forget thev cet 
things mixed up, often leaving out one word 
in a prayer or sentence, and supplyins an- 
other, or forgetting the last part of any- 
thing.’’ 

“From what countries do the canarv, mock- 
ing birdand parrot come, and what is the 
length of the average life of each?” 

**All the canaries in this country are raised 
by families as a business in the Hartz Moun- 
tains of Germany. The average age that they 
attain istenor twelve years, 
known many of them to reacu twenty-one. A 
lady came in here the other day and told me 
that she had one which was twenty-tive vears. 
This is, Ithink, an extraordinary age for a 
canary. Our mocking birds all come from 
‘Louisiana and Texas, and their average age is 
ten years. The parrots come from Africa, 
Asia, Mexico and South America. They 
often reach the age of sixty, eighty and a hun- 
dred vears. Mr. J. H. Wade, a millionaire of 
Cleveland, has one that is a little over a hun- 
dred years, for which he paid me $150.’’ 
_**Is there any class ef persons who.are par- 
ticularly bird fanciers?’ 

“Well, yes; actors and actresses always 
haveanumberof pets from the feathered 
creatures, and many of them have collections 
of rare birds} and birds of beautiful plumage. 
( lara Morris, Effie Elisler, Belgarde, Abbott, 
Mary Anderson, Fanny Davenport, and a 
number of others with whom I am acquainted 
but whose names I do not know.”

Mr. William Heeley. of 909 North Seventh 
ftreet, has been for some months past the vic- 
tim of a series of outrages on the part of the 
United States Government, the Police Depart- 
mentand some persons unknown, the result 
of which has been almost to ruin him. He is

a finely-made, dark-eyed man with prominent 
cheek-bones and a closely-shut mouth, and 
when he becomes excited, which he does 
easily, his eyes blaze up and _ he becomes ex- 
tremely emphatic in language and gestures.

How Svciety Ladies and Gentlemen Hire 
Jewelry for Certain Occasions. 


— 


What They Pay for the Loan of Diamonds, Etc. 
—Young Men that Hire *'Claw- 
Hammers.” 


The subject of self-ornamentation in the 
way of personal display in dress and jewels is 
one that greatly excites the average human 
being. Howto possess becoming ornaments 
is a prsblem that is solved one way or another 
even ifthe bank account of the persons de- 
siring such articles is small and weak. The 
love of fine clothing and jewelry is the pre- 
dominating passion with many, and how to 
obtain such coveted artivles. when buying is 
out of the discussion. is a question that has 
perplexed many people in the past, as well as 
at the present time, and from indications will 
continue to exercise its influence in the days 
of the future. Asthe majority of those who 
pass current in the social world for what may 
be termed society people do not possess the 
necessary filthy lucre to p@rchase and pos- 
sess the sparkling diamonds, brilliant rubies 
and glittering baubles denominated jewelry, 
many ingenious devices are resorted to in or- 
der that this defect may not become known. 
The mandates of society require on certain 
occasions that its devotees must be robed ac- 
cording to a certain fashion and also that it+is 
highly becoming to be adorned with certain 
articles of jewelry. In order to comply with 
this demand there are a certain set who are 
too poor to buy the jewelry, too respectable to 
steal it, and as a consequence are compelled 

TO BORROW. 

It is not the intention of the present article 
to touch upon the general loaning business of 
different gems and articles of dress as prac- 
ticed among the ladies and gentlemen between 
themselves, but merely to give a short account 
of this peculiar business as transacted at the 
pawnshops and brokers’ of the city. In order 
to gain such interesting information on the 
subject as was afforded by those who conduct- 
ed it ona large scale. a Posr-DISPATCH re- 
porter visited a number of such places and 
secured the following details: 

The business as conducted at these estab- 
lishments as well asat some of the leading 
jewelry-houses.is carried on to a mueh 
greater extent thanis generally believed. Di- 
amond necklaces with earrings to match and 
ornaments of other precious stones, are quite 
generaliy rented by ladies for a single night, 
or at least for a very shorttime. The gentle- 
men also rent diamond studs, and even gold 
watches and chains, to improve théir personal 
appesrance on certain occasions. This, of 
course, is only done on the eveningofa large 
party or ball, or when any particular attrac- 
tion, like a grand opera or dramatic perform- 
ance, calls for mere than the ordinary swell 
apparel and jewelry. Early in the evening of 
such anevent the persons who are deficicnt 
in the ‘*sparkiers’’ visit the places where such 
ornaments are to be had, make their selec- 
tions and arrange to wear them that evening 
and return themthe following morning. In 
case they are well known to the dealers only 

A SMALL SECURITY 
is required to be deposited for the safe return 
of the jewelry; but where no such acquaint- 
ance exists the would-be decorated are ob- 
liged to put up as collateral the full amount of 
their price, to be returned whenthe jewelry 
is brought back. The reut for an evening Is 


10 per cent on the valuation if under 31,000, 


and 5 percent if over that amount. That is 
for ornaments valued at “0” the borrower 
would have to give security for that amount 
and also pay $0 for usingthem fora single 
evening. Asageneral rule little orno dis- 
satisfaction is expressed at the high rental, 
on account of the great desire to secure the 
articles and appear. inthem atthe party or 
they are engaged. In cise 
any aceident occurs to the gems while in their 
custody and they are required to make yoou 
the loss then a general fuss takes place. 
They appear to think that the 
stones are valued too highly, and seriously 
object ‘‘to putting up” and looking pleasant 
over the transaction. The most of this busi- 
ness forthe ladies is conducted by those who 
are married rather than those who are yoting 
and supposed to be giddy and foolishover such 
display. Strange as it may appear, the hus- 
ladies are the persons who 

make the selections and carry the borrowed 
articles away. ‘This is accounted for in two 
ways. First that a husband naturally desires 
to see his better-half resplendent in a large 
social gathering in all her beauty enhanced bv 
the borrowed luster of gems and jewelry. If 
he feels that he can not afford to purchase her 
such becoming gifts, he opens his big heart on 
grand occasions and rents these coveted orna- 
ments at places wherethe business 1s transact- 
ed. The second explanation of this action on 
his part is that his tender help-meet makes it 
so warm for him,if he permits her to be seen 
on such an occasion without the 
wealth of jewelry, that in self-defense 
he rents them to keep peace in the family. 
Another subterfuge of those most proficient 
in the art of maintaining a proper appearance 
intbis regard is, after wearing the genuine 
articles for a night or perhaps for two nights, 
to have aduplicate set made with imitation 
diamonds in the settings. ‘They pass current 


for the genuine, and no one is the wiser for |

this little deception. 
THE MALE PORTION 

of the community who appear in borrowed 
finery include avery large class of persons. 
The list comprises the poor young clerk on a 
small salary,the promising young attorney 
whose promises are at a discount, the bank- 
rupted gentleman of maturer years who once 
sported his own headlight diamond studs or 
pinand who still loves to ‘*see how they 
sparkle’’ when occasion requires a full dress 
with ornaments to match. The general desire 
is for diamonds, and fewif any other stones 


are in general demand by those who 
rent such articles for social occasions. 


Young bridegrooms are not uncemmon custom- 
ers of these loaning establishment,on the even- 
ing of their marriages.In his desire to look and 
do his prettiest, he finds that he is lacking in 
certain ornamerts and secures them at the 
broker’s or pawn-shop. He does not hesitate 
to endow his wife with all his worldly goods, 
with afull knowledge of thefact that the 
pawn-broker has priority of claim on certain 
articles of his apparel. Weddings are the 
events that bring most of the business to the 
dealers in this particular business, as on such 
ocessions the feeling is general -to be written 
up in the daily papers with the concluding 
sentence, **‘Diamond ornaments.’’ But one 
instance is recorded inthe annalsof these 
renting houses where a diamond set Was 
rented to be displayed among the bridal pres- 
ents as the giftof the groom. It was rented 


| for that ge served to beautify the table 


containing the donations and was returned 
the following morning by the newly-made 


Benedict in as good condition as when 
taken from the _ safe. It was not 


stated what arrangement the groom made 
with his bride to allow of this deception. 
Whether she was cognizant of the trick, or 
was made to believe by her loving liege lord 
thatthe gems were stolen, will never be 
known, unless he Wecomes touched by this 
article and sees fit to make an explanation, 
His account of that affair would. no doubt, 
be read with great interest by many a young 
man who contemplates matrimony and 
would like to perform the same deception. 
ACTORS AND ACTRESSES 

are not, asa general thing. in the habit of 
renting jewels for single evenings, although 
on some extraordinary occasion they some- 
times are compelled to doso. The reason of 
their not being general customers in this line 
of business is not so much in the fact that they 
have any repugnance or dislike to appearing 
inrented goods, but is purely on financial 
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grounds. Asarulethey are unknown and 
are required to put up for the total 
valuation of the article which they 
desire to wear. They seldom have that 
amounton hand, and if so fortunate as to 
possess the amount they pay them outright 
and thus savethe rental. Of all classes of 
people, those who belong to the stage are the 
most partial to prvdity- They generally are 
the possessors of a number of valuable gems, 
but whenever a little ahead will squander 
their wealth ona brilliant piece of jewelry 
that catches their eye. 

The lealers were all unanimous .in their 
conclusions that the ladies were very fond of 
diamonds; in fact, more attached tothem than 
the sterner sex, and thought that as long as 
this love for display predominated in their 
Seopeclionst there would always be persons 
willing to conduct a renting business. Oue 
prominent dealer stated in concluding his 
remarks about the ladies’ love for these orna- 
ments that the househoid was not more 
desolate and areary without a mother-in-law 
than was the woman who did not possess a 
diamond. 

DRESS COATS. 

The subject next broached was that of dress 
coats, otherwise known to society as the 
spike, the claw-hammer, the swallow-tail, or 
cenventional dress of bride grooms. These 
articles are kept for hire in several places in 
tbis city and during the social season reap 
quite a harvest from the young men who are 
required to appear in such coats and, not 
owning One, are obliged to rent them for the 
occasion. These coats are usually bougnt at 
very iow figures by the dealers, and with any 
kind of Inck they soon get their price in rent- 
ing money. Like other articles, the young 
men are obliged to give security for the gar- 
ment if unknown to the dealers, and pay $1 
forthe rent. Asa general thing the persons 
who dispose of such coats are from the East 
who locate in this city and find that they have 
very little use for such 
togs, and consequently sell them to dealers in 
second-hand clothing, who again rent them 
to young men who desire such garments for 
any particular occasion. The business in this 
line is not as general as is anticipated the next 
season, When it is expected that six, if not 
more, second-hand dealers will embark in 


this particular line of the elothing business.

The mule exodus to &t. Louis promises to 
exceed i numbers that of any other herd of 
animals now moving toward the central mar- 
ket of the West. For twoanonths past every 
sale stable in che city has been crowded ‘o an 

-extentcomparable ouly to a Chicago grain 
elevator. The scenes witnessed at these live 
stock marta, where they empty and refiil ina 
day, is sucgestive of the busy days of tke war 
in the vicinity of corrals where the Govern- 
ment purse was alone equal to the occasion. 
In the northern portion ef the city, where the 
mule settlement is situated, the streets and 
sidewalks are monopolxed by these braying 
obstructions, much toe the inconvenience of 
pedestrians who are compelled to cxercise 
extra Vigilance for the protection of hfe and 
limb. The number of mules disposed efinthe 
time mentioned are estimated at 15,000, the 
majority of them being purchased for the 
South. The prices have been un- 
usually good, for it seems that 
the best quality of #tock was demanded, 
and of -such was the cumposition of every 
drove lately offered fer-sale. The territory 
supplying St. Louis with the material for this 
trade is situated within a radius of, two hun- 
dred miles from the point of the coMpass. A 
number of dealers handied during the present 
week from three hunéred to five kundred 
head of mules, and many of the smaller stock 
brokers were compelled to refuse the stabl- 
ing of live stock, owing tothe incapacity of 
their crowded establishments. The ¢eeles to- 
day atall the stables are large, and bidders 
plentiful.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


The War on the Co-Operative So- 
cieties Commenced. 
The Status of the Insurance Supprinten- 
dent—Legal Proceedings 
Institated. 


Mr. Relfe, the State Insurance Superintend- 
ent, has announced his intentéon of institut- 
ing legal proceedings against the Masonic Mu- 
tual Benefit Association of Missouri. the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Benevoleat Association, of 
St. Louis, and@ temperarzce mutual benefit 
organization of St. Joseph, Missouri. 
with the object ef compelling those societies 
to cemply with the insurance laws ef the State. 
Tlrese are to be test cases, and the result will 
determine whether or not co-operative life 
ivsurance can be carried on in Missouri under 
tke present statutes. The papers are being 
drawn up andthe cases will be brought 
ento court at ‘anearly day. An attempt will 
be made to have the question at once decided 
by the Supreme Court, so as to avoid the de- 
lay in going through the lower courts. 

This action of the Superintendent is not 
surprising, since he announced his policy 
some time agoinhis annual report fer 
1878. He then referred to the 
subject in ‘the 

FOLLOWING LANGUAGE: 

‘*The failure of a number of life insurance 
companies inthis and other States, brought 
about by'mismanagement, and, in some in- 
instances, by barefaced fraud and theft or the 


part of their officers and dieectors, has well 
nigh destroyed public confidence in the sta- 
bility of such institutions, and has given a 
wonderful impetus to tke growth and 
spread of a class of com pa~ 
nies known as ‘co-operatives.’ These 
concerns, though differing somewhat in de- 
tail of management, are all alike in their plan 
of operation. They are usually found assum- 
ing the name of, or connected with, some be- 
nevolent, religious or other society or order,as 
such connection gives them a streagth they 
could not otherwise obtain. 
* 7 . * * ? > 

‘‘As a matter of public duty, as well as jus- 
tice to life insurance companies that comply 
with our laws and pay their taxes in this 
State, itis the intention of the Superinten- 
dent not only to prosecute the agents of these 
foreign ‘co-operatives’ whenever a case can 
be made, as it is clear they have noright to do 
businessinthis State, but also to test the 
question Whether the law recognizes the right 
of our home organizations of this sort todo 
business here without complying with the in- 
surance luws.’’ 

The Superintendent 1s actuated primarily 
by a desire to settle the question gs to 
whether co-operative life insurance compara- 
nies are amenable to the insurance laws of the 
State. The regular life companies are making 
a strong demand that the co-operative socie- 
ties be abolished, and the co-operative socie- 

on the other hand, are making 

as strong a demand that 

y be allowed to contmue. Thus 

the Superintendent is placed between two 

contending forces and he desires to be re- 

lieved of ail responsibility in the matter by 
having the decision of the Supreme Court. 

It is a well known fact that 
THE BUSINESS OF REGULAR LIFE INSUR- 

ANCE 

has greatly suffered in this city and State dur- 
ing the last half dozen years In consequence 
of the fraud and disaster connected withevery 
home company, With one or two honorable 
exceptions. Inno State of the Union have 
life insurance swindles reached such a point 
of ‘magnitude as they have in Missouri, and 
it is entirely natural that people should have 
taken °on a big disgust. And, 
while the frauds and _ rebberies that 
have been committed in the name of life in- 
surance constitute no argument against the 
principle of life insurance, it is quite in keep- 
ing with the cautiousness of humanity that 
people should pay strict attention to the kind 
of life insurance they invest in. The co- 
operation system has sprung up ina day, as 
it were, and has become wonderfully 
popular. Societies have been organ- 
ized all over the State, and 
regular life insurance has fallen off according- 
lv. The Ancient Order of Workingmen has a 
membership of 6,000 in this State alone, and 
has 80,000 members in the United States. 
When one of its members dies the beneficiary 
or beneficiaries gét the sum of $2,000. The 
Masonic Mutual Benefit Association includes 
most of the Masons of the _ State. 
The Independent Order of Foresters 1s another 
large co-operative society. So is the Knights 
of Honor. The Legion of Honor isa new 
society that is confined to the city and county 
of St. Louis. Its membership already goes 
bevond 1,000, and is rapidly grewing. All 
these societies are entirely mutual in their 
character. The initiation fee is generally 
>, and generally the sum ef $1 is 
assessed on each member when a death occurs. 
None of these societies have any reserved 
capital,and none of them pay any taxes. They 
are supposed to be organized and maintained 
for charitable purposes alone. If the Insur- 
ance Superintendent should succeed in mak- 
ing them amenable to the insuranee laws of 
the State, one of the requirements of the State 
insuranee law is that all life cempanies 
shall make a deposit of $100,000as a guaran- 
tee of cood faith and faithful performance of 
their duty. No one of 

THE MANY CO-OPERATIVE COMPANIES 
couid do this, and to be required to do so 
would be to crush them out of existernee. The 
question to be raised by Superintendent Relfe 
has been raised in several other States, 
and im Massachusets the courts hive decided 
that the co-operative societies do a life insur- 
ance business, and that they should be eom- 
pelled to comply with the insurance laws of 
the &tate. The portion of the Missouri law 
bearing on this subject is as follows: 

SEC. 3. Any association formed for beney- 
elent purposes, inchiding any purely charita- 
ble society, hospital, asylum, house of refuge, 
reformatory and eleemosynary intitution: any 
association whose object it is to promote tem- 
perance or other virtue, conducive to the 
well-being of the community, 
and, generally, any association 
formed to provide for seme good in the order 
of benevolence that is useful tothe public, 
may become a body corporate 
and politic under this act; 
and, incidentally, sueh association 
inay provide means wherewith to aid its sick 
or disabled members, or relieve and aid the 
families. widows, orphans or ether depend- 
ents of its members who may die, without be- 
ing thereby subjected to the operation of the 
general Statutes of this State relating to life 
insurance: Provided, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to authorize any as- 
éociation formed hereunder to inswre the life 
of any member thereof for his ovn benefit or 
that ofany other person. ©* * ®

CHOUTEAU VS. ALLEN. 


Decision of a Case Involving Over 
$1,000,000. 

One of the cases passed upon by the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri vesterday was that 
of Chouteau against Allen. It has been in 
the courts for some time, 3nd since it involved 
a vast body of land, worth upwards of 
a million dollars, has attracted considerable 
attention. The defendant was Mr. Thomas 
Allen, president of the Iron Mountaiain Rail- 
road, and the plaintiff Mr. Charles P. Chou- 
teau, a well known citizen of St. Louis. The 
history .of the case is that in the 
year 187 the Cairo § and Fulton 
Railroad Company, since consolidated with 
the Iron Mountain Railroad Company, gave a 
mortgage on certain lands that had been 
granted to it, to secure 1,600 bonds of $1,000 
each. Mr. Thomas Allen became the pur- 
chaser of the Cairo and Fulton road, with 
all its rights and franchises, which included 
tne above named lands. Mr. Chouteau, it 
appears. had gone to New York, and 
had purchased a -- number of 
the bonds mentioned above, aud entered a 
suit for foreciosure. When the trial came on 
in the Circuit Court. the case was decided 
against Chouteau.The aecision of the Supreme 
Cotirt partly affirms that of the 
lower court. It gives Chouteau a judgment 
forthe amount of one hundred and eighty- 
five bonds, and gives judgmert in favor of 
Allen as to 581 bonds. The amount to be 
recovered by Chouteau will be over $200,000, 
which isto be collected by the saleof Cairo 
and Fulton Railroad bonds. After the judg- 
ment is paid there will still be bonds to the 
value of over $1,000,000 left, all of which is 
Mr. Allen’s own individual property. Mr. 
Allen’s attorneys will make a motion for a 
rehearing.

to them,their contract with the two companies 
for the coming year being for the delivery often 
million bottles. We were told that Anheuser 
& Busch stand to-day, not only the largest 
bottlers in America, but probably in the 
world, as no bottlingcencern in England has 
ured and filled an equal number of botties. 
This wus indeed flattering news, giving proof 
of St. Louis enterprise and energy. | , 

The Mississippi and Lindell Glass Companies 
are also making extensive preparations for the 
manufacture of all kinds of fruit jars, in antic- 
ipation of afull fruit crop, last year’s crop 
having been a failure. 

With the rapid settiement of the West and 
the recuperation of the South, the glasa works 
of St. Louis will take a prominent place 
arong the manufactories of our city, and not 
only rival Pittsburg, but will take the palm 
and the lead in this branch of industry.
